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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH 


DWAYNE L. ESKRIDGE W6LKE 
By Dwayne L. Eskridge 


Born in Hastings, Nebraska. 
Raised in State of Arizona. 


Graduated Arizona State Teachers College,Now known 
as ASU-the SUN DEVILS) Tempe, Az. 1941. BA 
Degree; Majors Education and Science. Minors 
Mathematics and Industrial Arts (Basically radio classes, 
most of which I taught as a "student assistant"). 


First licensed in the Amateur Radio Service, about 
October of 1934. (Self taught in code and theory). 
Assigned call sign, W6LKE. Achieved Class A 
(Equivalent to the present "Extra Class" license) as 
rapidly as the law then allowed. 


Was appointed State Net Control Station for the Army 
Amateur Radio System (Fore- runner of the MARS 
system). Jurisdiction was States of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 


First full time job was as a 7th Grade Core teacher, 
Miami, Arizona. (Salary was $1200 per YEAR). 


Employed by U.S. Department of Justice, FBI, in their 
Technical Laboratory, Washington, D. C. chiefly because 
I had a ham license and the background to become one 
of their first radio technicians/radio engineers. Assigned 
to covert radio operations and subsequently to the 
planning and installation of a nationwide CW radio 
telegraph network for the Bureau. (Prior to War II, the 
FBI was responsible for operation of "spy networks" in 
foreign countries. My assignments included development 
of highly portable disguised transmitting and receiving 
equipment for clandestine operations by our agents. Lots 
of “fine wire antennas" and novel enclosures for 
equipment. 


In 1947 requested transfer to Los Angeles office for 
criminal investigative experience. Transferred to San 
Francisco Bay Area in 1948. Remained in this area until 
retirement in summer of 1977. Basically assignments 
were of investigative nature as well as those of an 
expert in specialized communications. Developed the 
first mobile repeater system in the FBI. Used Mt. Diablo 
as repeater site. Last 25 years of my career were as 
Resident Agent in Contra Costa County. | 


From November of 1941 until March of 1944 was 
assigned as Chief Radio Operator of CW station in the 
Territory of Hawaii. This station was first put into full 
operation during the attack on Pearl Harbor and was 
used to notify President Roosevelt of the bombing. 


Amateur call sign K6LKE was issued to me a few days 
before Pearl Harbor (All ham stations in the Territory 
had "K6" prefixes in those days ). 


Married in Honolulu, 1943. Virginia and I have a grown 
son and a married daughter. 


Served in US Navy as Electronic Technician 1945/1946. 
Last assignment was Controlled Projectile Research 
Department, Naval Research Laboratory, Washington, 
Dia | 


After War II upon resumption of ham radio operations, 
operated under call sign of W3JTV in Washington, D.C. 
until transferred to California at which time was 
reassigned W6LKE. (Amateur operators were assigned a 
different call for each call district in which they resided. 
So long as a person was a licensed operator all the calls 
ever issued to that person were reserved, never 
reassigned, unless the person moved back to that call 
district at which time it was re-activated.) 


In May of 1979 commissioned by Contra Costa County 
Sheriff, RICHARD RAINEY as permanent Chairman of 
the newly formed Sheriff's Communications Advisory 
Committee consisting of representatives of the Sheriff s 
Otfice, Police and Fire Communications, Emergency 
Medical Service, and other users of County 
communications, furnished by the Sheriff's office. Major 
projects were 911 implementation and development of a 
county wide self healing microwave linking system, as 
well as participation in the ground work associated with 
the formation of the Delta Regional Communication 
system to serve the needs of Eastern Contra Costa 
County. 


Present occupation: Consultant in the general field of 
communications and consultant to the City of Walnut 
Creek, as well as the conduct of sophisticated electronic 
searches of areas utilized as major commercial office 
spaces to locate any evidence of electronic 
“evesdropping” or professional espionage. 


Currently am an appointed Assistant Director of the 
Pacific Division, ARRL,and the appointed SECTION 
EMERGENCY COORDINATOR for Alameda, Contra 
Costa, Napa and Solano Counties,(East Bay Section) with 
specific responsibilities for development and 
implementation of local disaster communication response 
activities relating to the organization, training, and 
mobilization of members of the Amateur Radio Service 
in those counties. I am an Official Observer and a 
member of the Amateur Auxiliary of the FCC. 


I am a Life member of the ARRL, a member of the 
MDARC, RRRG, Society of Amateur Radio Operators, 
Radio Club of America (the oldest radio club in the 
world), Quarter Century Wireless Association, the 
Society of Wireless Pioneers (a society whose 
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membership consists of those who have been professional 
CW radio operators), CCRA, and APCO (National 
Association of Public Safety Communications Officers). 


Received First Class Radio Telephone license and 
Second Class Radio Telegraph Commercial licenses in 
1942. Like the Amateur license examinations, in those 
times, the examinations were essay types. They gave 
you a tablet of blank paper, and a sheet of questions. 
No multiple choice or hints of any kind. I wrote on 
the commercial exams for two eight hour days to 
complete them. 


Non-radio groups which I am proud to be a part of 
include Pearl Harbor Survivors Association- Honorary 
Member, Diablo Chapter; Charter member FBI American 
Legion Post; National Association of Eagle Scouts, and 
the Masonic Lodge.

HIGH FREQUENCY NET

Our Contra Costa County Emergency Radio Service is 4 
very active group of hams. Led by our ARRL East Bay 
Section Emergency Coordinator, Dwayne Eskridge. 
W6LKE. coverage extends even beyond East, West, 
South and Central C.C.County via VHF, UHF, ATV and 
‘packet radio communications. Perhaps some of you, 
however, may not be aware of the support this group 
may need in a disaster situation where VHF simplex 
will not cover. Using a bit of your imagination... ..like 
repeaters malfunction, telecommunications overloaded, 
West County Red Cross can t get through to State 
Region I] OES at Pleasant Hill or County OES cant 
reach Lafayette or Moraga. Long distance traffic such as 
Health and Welfare messages can't be delivered unt! 
local power is restored and VHF repeaters are repaired. 


This is where 75, 40, yes and even 10-meters can fill a 
very important service. Imagine HF mobile or even 
portable with emergency Powé. Fixed stations at OES 
headquarters and your home station can cover nearly any 
area or distance. The Western Public Service System on 
3952 KHz or Wescard on 40- meters regularly contacts 
operators from Alaska to Mexico and Hawaii to Idaho, 
Montana, Colorado and Arizona. Even those points in 
C.C.County that simplex won t work on VHF can easily 
be covered by HF. 


Yes. HF support for our EMERGENCY RADIO 
SERVICE is really needed. So we have established the 
HF Net to operate monthly on 3895 KHz (plus or 
minus QRM) to follow our regular Thursday VHF Nets 
and especially to follow the Emergency Coordinators 
monthly meeting on the first Wednesday of the month. 


Thus our HF Net is the first Thursday following the 
first Wednesday of each month at 2000 local time. 


If you have the proper equipment, antenna and license 
we would be pleased and welcome you to join Us. The 
Net members get to test their gear by exchanging signal 
reports, contacting other member stations on frequency 
and learning what transpired at the meeting the 
preceeding evening Gif the VHF Net was missed). 
Occasionally, the group checking in may QSY to 40 
meters or 10 meters to further test equipment operations . 
and learn which band may provide the best contact with 


other stations. 


We average about 8 check-ins on the Net, each month, 
from my list of 24. That doesn't include occasional 
stations checking-in from Oroville, Merced, Fresno, 
Sacramento, and once, VE6KL, Bill, in Celgary, Canada. 


It's a good group and you would be welcome to join 
us.

As previously announced, the site owner for the 
W6CX repeater is requiring PL. 

PL has been delayed 30 days. Two meter PL is now 
scheduled tor September.
